Thto weitern heA- 
ll^hera is not to boeome a region for 
conqneet over which foreign minis- 
terial powers may acquire control. I 
thlnk_ that should he a cardinal doc- 
trine of our American foreign policy. 
But I would a great deal rather tee 
de never announce that policy than 
for ua to announce It and then lack 
dHher the will or the power to make It 
good. The one means for making It 
good Is building up an adequate navy. 
I B8k congress to go on with the bulld- 
* °f S{ »»»Ty; that congreaa go on 
MPMtil means to make that navy 
^ pion effective on the globe. I 
tertiestly hope that not in our time 
will we see war again, but it is not 
only necessary that we should want to 
act rightly toward other nations and I 
think I can say that we do, but It Is 
Necessary that they should all of them 
•^ant to act rightly towards us and 
while I believe that they do, I think 
It will help them to persevere in their 
food intentions if we are well 
armed."

MaJ. Allen, who In the absence o^ 
Col. Williams in I^exlngton is in com- 
mand, gave out the following state- 
ment concerning the affair Wednesday 
night: Just as the storm broke the 
sentry at the south side of the Jail ob- 
served a man- approadilng from the 
Jackson deposit bank. He gave two 
commands to halt which were unheed- 
ed and then gave warning that he 
would fire unless the r an halted. His 
words were answered by one or two 
shots. The guard dfamgrees as to 
whether the prowler llred once or 
twice and whether or not he fired at 
the sentry can of course only be im 
aglned as he was not hit. The dark- 
ness was intense and objects could 
only be seen by lightning flashes. Har- 
per and two other gnards retoraed the 
fire. The marks seen Thursday morn- 
ing indicate with what destruction. 
A minute later the sentry at the north 
side of the jail observed a moving ob- 
ject which he thought was a man and 
hmrse coining toward him. He com- 
manded a halt three times before he 
fired. The object, a cow, was Instant- 
ly killed. The adjutant paid the own- 
er 140 for the loss Thursday morning. 
The glass front of the bank was pene- 
trated and an unllghted lamp on the 
counter shot through. It is believed 
that the prowler was sheltered by the 
stone fence around the court house. 

The Gatling gun squad remained on 
duty -.11 night and momentarily ex 
pect^-^ be called on to repel an at- 
tack. Very few ot the soldiers slept 
at all. N 

' AboaC 50 men from the county were 
In town Wednesday evening. It is the 
popular belief that the plan W4s to 
pick off the Gatling nuu squad with 
the aid of the search light and then 
rush the guard. 

The search of visitors to the court 
room Thursday resulted in the finding 
of only one weapon, a large knife. 
John Oneal, of Covington, attorney, 
was sworn In at this bar Tluirsday. 
He is preparing to have the trial for 
Aonday a week. Prosecutor Byrd an- 
nounced his intention to ask for a spe- 
cial Jury venire from another county 
to try Jett and White.

Ix>s Angeles, Cal., May 29.— The 
Presbyterian church of the United 
States in general assembly by unaal* 
mous vote Thursday adopted tha re- 
vision of the confession of faith as 
prepared by the committee appointed 
by the general assembly In 1901. The 
"Tennessee overture" in regard to 
"separate presbyteries In the same ter> 
rltory," which waa commonly known 
as the "colored question" ot the Pros' 
hyteriac church, was referred to a 
committee and the report of the spe- . 
rial committee on divorce and re-mar- ' 
rlage was adopted. 

Protests from Lehigh and from St. 
Cloud presbyteries were thrown ovt 
by vote. 

Dr. Van Dyke then proceeded with 

the report of the revision committee. 
He read tin- detailed vote on each of 
the 11 overtures, which showed that 
no one overture had received naora 
than ten negative votes. The over* 
tures were voted on serlatlnr and 
adopted. But one voice in the nega- 
tive was heard, and thi.s on overtures 
5, fi and 7. 

By the adoption of the 11 ovetures, 
Important additions, amplifications 
and amendmenta are made to the arti< 
clea of the confession of faith. 

Infant damnation Is ousted from the 
creed in the following words: "That 
concernlnR those who arv .saved in 
Christ, the doctrine of God's eternal 
decree Is held in harmony with the 
doctrine of His love to all mankind. 
. . . That It Is not to be regarded 
as teaching that any who die in In- 
fancy are lost. We believe that all dy 
ing in infancy are included in tin cit e 
lion of grace and are regenerated and 
saved by Christ, through the spirit, 
who works where and how ho 
pleasea." 

For section fi, chapter xxv. of Con 
fesslon of Fnith, the following Ir sub 
^<tituted: "The l.crd Jesus Christ if 
the only head of the church and the 
claim of any man to be the vicar of 
Christ and the head of the church Is 
unscriptural without warrant in fact 
and is an ug\irpatlon dishonmring tO 
the Lord Jesus Christ." 

Three additional chapters are added 
to the confession concerning the 
"Love of God for all men, missions 
knd hoTy spirit" 

Dr. Minton. chairman of the revision 
pommiftee. spoke briefly and was fol- 
lowed by Dr. Charles A. Die !<» y, who 
said that the adoption of this report 
waa an omen of speedy union or, at 
least, speedy unity of all the presby- 
terians in this country, and a step to- 
ward Protestant unity. 

On motion of .Moflcrator Coylc the 
report of the revision coinmittcc was 
adopted by unanimous vote, and the 
next 20 minutes wa.s spent In song 
and prayer.

Betwsaa City and Owaers af 
AkattisK Property. 



In the Coart of Appeals Wednesday, 

Judge O'Rear delivered an opinion ra* 
versing the judgment of the Boyd Cir- 
cuit Coart ia the ease of tha city of Cat- 
lettsburg against John Self and others. 
The action was by the appellees to en- 
join the city horn tbe collection of assess 
ments made against the property owners 
for $25,000 worth of atreet improvements. 
The appelleee fought the payment of the 
asse semente on the grounds that the 
work was not original construction, and 
that the city, which iaaued bonda for the 
improvement, must pay them off. 

The court here, in reversing the lower 
court, says that while the paving of the 
atreet with brick was a radiical improve- 
ment the street which it took the place 
of waa probably in the nature of a tempo- 
rary makeehift till such time as the 
growth, effUrs and importance of the 
municipality would justify its making 
more permanent and expensive roadway. 
*'This view of the law," says the court, 
"seems to have been founded upon tbe 
idea that aa the abutting properly ia 
more benefitted by a radical and perma- 
nent improvement, it should bear the 
coat of it; bat where it has once done 
that, reconstruction should be borne by 
tbe entire municipality. Until the abut- 
ting property ha» onte bem compelled to bear 
thi' bimlm it is original coiiMructlnii." For 
these reasons tbe bonds were not, the 
court says, a debt or iiability opon the 
city for the year 1900, and itt excese of 
the revenues of that year. 

In brief, tbe court decidee that the 
putting in of vitrified brick streets is 
"original construction" in the meaning of 
the statates, and that abattiog proi>erty 
owners mast pay tlieir pio latfu part of 
tbe ooet of oonstrootloa. Thdj^js 'the 
first time the court has directly paased 
on tbia question, which is a agost im- 
portant one to all cities of tba third, 
fourth and fifth I'la^HCH.
